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WEEKLY WAR REVIEW 



The fall of Brest-Lltovsk. the piv- 
otal point in the Russian second line 
ot defense, was among the features of 
the week In the eastern zone of oper- 
RtloBS. Since Che reduction of Wai ^aw 
nln^. big fortresses have fallen into 
Ike hands ot the Germanic allies, in- 
cluding Novogeorgievsk, Kovno and 
Olita. The armies of Grand Duke 
Nicholas are reported to be con-luct- 
Ing an orderly retreat, but are being 
closely pursued by the Teutons. Grod- 
no and Vilna are menaced and will 
likely be sturendered without a strug- 
gle. Thousands of Russians -troops 
have been made prisoners. 

Possibility of the Germans reaching 
Petrograd is- being discussed. The 
conclusion Is arrived at that unless 
the Germans succeed In obtaining 
possession ot ttie GnU ot Riga, they 
are not likely to hazard an attempt to 
reach Fetrt^rad, especially as autumn 
Is now approaching, when the country 
lying between the Dvina and Narew 
presents almost insuperable obstacles. 

Fighting continues on the western 
fiont and at the Dardanelles without 
rjipreclable gain to either side. On 
the Italian front snowstorms have 
hampered operations in the moun- 
tains. Activity of German submarinee 
in British waters was responsible for 
the sinking of a dozen or more mer- 
<hant vessels, with some loss of lives. 

Through Arabassador Von Bern- 
storff Berlin has let it be known that 
Germany will give "complete satisfac- 
t"on" to the United States if it devel- 
ops that the commander of the Ger- 
man submarine exceeded his instruc- 
tions In attacking the White Star 
liner Arabic. The Germans contend 
that the attack on the Arabic was not 
an unfriendly act against the United 
States. This Intelligence proved grat- 
ifying to American government offi- 
cials, who now anticipate an amicable 
settlement of the submarine contro- 
versy. It was learned that the kaiser's 
government is not going to make con- 
cessions without expecting something 
In return. This government stands 
committed to co-operate with Ger- 
many for the maintenance of the free- 
dom of the seas. Germany Intends 
lo hold the United States strictly to 
the letter of this pledge, and when she 
yields to this government on the sub- 
marine Issue and gives guarantees as 
lo the future she will expect that the 
t'nited States will make good its word 
and proceed against Great Britain 
with a view to ending the alleged vio- 
lations of international law against 
which the United States has com- 
plained in connection with the British 
blockade ot Germany. 



London, Aug. 30. — The German 
armies are continuing their offensive 
In Russia with vigor and with appar- 
ently no indication of any Intention on 
their part to stop. 

The German official statement pub- 
lished at Berlin-speaks ot advances or 
varying Importance on the entire line 
south of Kovno. 

Perhaps the most Important ot 
these is that made by the army group 
under Prince Leopold ot Bavaria. 
These troops are now marching 
through the Bialowcs forest, well to 
the east *of the Brest-Lltovsk and 
Bieloetock railway, and on the out- 
skirts ot the iorest one wing ot the 
army Is nearlng Schereschowo, thirty 
miles east of the railway and sixty 
miles northeast dt Brest-Utovak. 

Flather south the armies under Field 
Marshal yon Mackensen- are meeting 
with bnt little resistance, according 
to the German war oflloe and are ad- 
vanclng apparently even Into the 
swampy region which Is so extensive 
in the district lying south of the 
Prypet. 

It had been expected here that the 
great Bialowcs forest and the Prypet 
marshes would - serve as a natural 
barrier against the German advance 
behind which the Russians might take 
shelter. Sudi, however, does not 
seem from the wordlnig of the Berlin 
statement to be the case. 

Pierce hand to hand fighting for the 
possession of the excavations left by 
mine explosions occurred at Marie 
Therese and west of the forest of 
Mallncourt. The French troops, hav- 
ing first gained a footing In these ex- 
cavations, retained possession of them 
in spite ot the numerous German at- 
tacks. 

Elsewhere on the French front there 
were heavy bombardments at various 
points. The French oommnnlqae fol- 
lows : 

"There was the nsnal activity on 
the part of artillery alone the major 
part of the front. Partinilarly effec- 
tive bombardments of the enemy's 
line are reported In the north (the 
sector of Hetsas and Steenstraete) In 
the reg^lon of Chaulnes, north of the 
Alsne, in the environs of Allies, at 
Courecon, in Champagne, north of the 
Ciialons camp and between the Hause 
and the Moselle in the neighborhood 
of Pannes, Euvezin and the Mortmare 
wood. 

The following official statement was 
given out by the Italian war office: 

"Details ot our success in the Strlna 
valley show that the enemy suffered 
severe losses,' leaving in our hands a 
great quantity ot machine gruns, am- 
munition, and sixteen cases of bombs. 
An Important force of the enemy at 
Saecarant and Pozzi Alta suffered 
heavy loss, some gnns being_dsstroyed 
and those remaining being transferred 
to other positions outside the defence 
works, from where they Bttll reply to 
our fire."

ITALIAN S DROP BOMBS 

Wreck the Austrian Aviation Base 
Near Trieste. 

Rome, Aug. 30. — Italian aviators 
have completely wrecked the Austrian 
aviation base at DIvassa, east of 
Trieste, according to the official state- 
ment of the war office. All of tae Ital- 
ian aeronauts returned safely. The 
military authorities have ordered com- 
pulsory anti cholera vaccination for all 
men and officers in both the army and 
navy. A good many Austrian soldiers 
who bad been moved from the Gall- 
cian front to the Italian front have re- 
cently been made prisoners, and there 
iias been some fear that they might 
bring the disease with them. 

It is reported that General Rostag- 
no has been seriously wounded while 
leading a successful ettack against 
Austrian positions. 

Pope Benedict visited incognito the 
wounded soldiers in the Santa Marta 
hospital, adjoining the Vatican. The 
rope was visibly moved as he walked 
among the many beds, stopping to 
speak to some of the men. He took 
notes and distributed money. 



SIX HELD IN BOMB PLOTS 



Suoceseful Mediation of Blockade Dif- 
ferences Between England and Ger- 
maiiy Now Would Make America 
Mediator to End War. 

■Washington, Aug. 30.— That Ger- 
many's change of policy toward the 
submarine issue has a larger purpose 
than the mere manltenance of friend- 
ly relations with this government, la 
the view ef some officials In Wash- 
ington. 

Aa viewed by these officials and In 
diplomatic circles here Germany Is 
moving to rehabiliUte herself In the 
eyes of neutrals, so that when a move- 
ment for peace Is actually undertaken, 
she may be assured of s larger meas- 
ure ot sympathy and support from 
neutral powers than would be aeeof^- 
ed to her now. 

They believe that Germany, if not 
actually seeking to pave the way for 
peace nejgotlattons. Is. at least, pre- 
paring herself for the day when such 
negotiations will be begun. 

The view that Germany Is looking 
forward to possible peace develop- 
ments from a setUement of the sub- 
marine issue Is not mere surmls.j or 
speculation It has a very substantial 
foundation in suggestions that have 
repeatedly been substantial founda- 
tion in suggestions that have repeated- 
ly been thrown out by German repre- 
sentatives in this country. Ever 
since the submarine issue became 
acute they have urged informally upon 
Washington officials the great chance 
for a step In the direction of peace if 
the United States only could success- 
fully mediate the submarine and block- 
ade differences between Germany and 
England. It has been their contention 
that such an important step would 
probably prove to be a beginning, and 
that the way would then be open for 
the United States to use Its good of- 
fices In promoting a still broader un- 
derstanding which eventually might 
result in peace. 

Since the Arabic Incident and the 
more conciliatory atttturtf of Gt-rmany 
toward the T'nited States, talk along 
this line has been reviewed in Ger- 
man circles here. .\Kain the posst- 
blUty of the president serving as a 
leader In the movement for peace Is 
beina: held out. 

But not only will a settlement of the 
submarine controversy. In the opinion 
of Washington officials, make" the 
president more available from the 
German viewpoint, but It will also af- 
ford him an opportunity to demon- 
strate to the world the absolutely im- 
partial stand or the Oiilted SUtes as 
a neutral. 

It was learned here on high author- 
ity that.tbe president will not only 
move speddlly against Great Britain's 
violations against the rights of Amer- 
icans on the hlfl^ seas, bnt also in 
the direction of a settlement ot the 
Mexican situation as soon as the Ger- 
man issue has been settled. The con- 
troversy with Germany has hung like 
a millstone about the_ neck of the 
Washlngtra admlniati€tlon tor the 
last five montBs. Hie president and 
his advisers have hesitated to push 
the issue with England so long as 
they were confronted with the likeli- 
hood, of an open break with Germany. 
Also It la believed and expected now 
that the threatening situation with 
the leaser's government J&as deterred 
this government from moving as 
speedily as it desired in the Mexican 
situation. 

Now the president's advisers are 
promising speedy action on both Great 
Britain and Mexico as soon as the sub- 
marine troubles hnve cleared.

Jackson, Ky. (Special) : The jury 
tas the Greathitt qircuit court sitting 
In the case of Elihu Allen, charged 
with killing Grover Blanton, a thea- 
trical man of Quicksand, this county, 
on Aug. 7, In a primary election fight, 
returned a verdict of guilty and fixed 
bis punishment at imprisonment for 
life. Allen's attorneys at once an- 
nounced that they would appeal the 
case on the grounds of an improper 
denial of a change of venue and also 
i that the defendant had been rushed 
Into trial. 

Mart Clemmons also was killed and 
Allen himself slightly wounded dur- 
ing the election fight. Allen's trial 
has been one of the most Interesting 
•ver held In this county, because ot 
the standing ot the Blanton^tlamlly..

(Special): A bni 
sobmltting to the people of the state 
an amendment to the Constitution per- 
mitting the state superintendent of 
public Instruction to succeed himself 
in office will be Introduced into the 
1916 legislature by Representative T. 
R. Jones of Calloway county. Repre- 
sentative Jones was here and said ho 
Wlu^ot the oplnlon>that the schools aC 
the state Blight be greatly Improved 
if a superintendent were permitted to 
s nc oe ed himself In oflloe. Mr. Jones 
is principal of the Murray hlfl^ sduwL 
Ha rep r e se nted Calloway county in 
the last legislature and waa irenoml- 
nated In the primary.

Famous liKident Being Re- 
called. 

A writer in World's Work recalls a 
notable incident of the -Spanish-Ameri- 
can War which may have escaped the 
memory ol most Americans. Its repub- 
ication seems timely in view of the 
present t-omewhai strained relations be 
iween Germany and the United Stales. 
The sriiole is in part as follows: 

"Early in May, 1800, Admiral Dewey's 
Heet sailed in°o Manila Buy. beat tiie 
-Spaniards, and established a blockade 
Soon Hfierw;irds two I'-nirl isli cruisers, 
a Fiencb cruiser, Hiid a .lapenese cruiser 
ippeareil and wiliUijrly complied with 
the very reasonable regulations that itio | 
Admiral laid down to them. A day or | 
two later a German cruiser, the Irene, 
app ared. She ignored the American 
flagship and dropped anchor where she 
chose. Admiial Dewey overlooked the 
incident as due to carelessness or ignor- 
ance. Next morning another German 
ship, the Cormoran. arrived. A launch 
was sent to hail her and was iiinored. A 
shot was tiroil ;icross her bow, for it was 
feared thai she mi^'hl be a disguisec: 
Spanish ship. Then she came lo and 
was boarded. Two days later on May 
l-2th. Admiral von Diederich' arrived iu 
his flagship, the Kaiserin Augusta. 

By the middle of June there were five 
German warshipi in port, two of ibem 
with heavier displacement than any of 
the American vessels. It was, as Ad 
miral Dowey recoids, an an.\ious time, 
owing to the possible arrival of another 
Spanish fieet from Spain, and meanwhile 
the impertinenee of the Germans, in 
oreased. 

"Finally, without Admiral Dewey's 

permission, the Germans landed men ai 
Mari' e'es Harbor for drill and took pos 
session of the ((uarantine station at the 
mouth of the bay. On .luly Oih Admiral 
Dewey was told by Filipino insurgents 
that the Germans had been interfering 
at Subig Bay, with their operatione 
against the Spainards. Admiral Dewey 
sent two vessels to investigate. It was 
found that the German cruiser had visit- 
ed the Spaniards and had kept the in- 
surgents from using a small steamer 
which belonged to them. No Germans 
were actually fighting. The situation 
however, was not pleasant and Admiral 
Dewey took the occasion of the news oi 
Santiago to visit von Diedorioh and lay 
before him his position. The main 
I rouble was von Diederioh's refusal to 
admit that the Americans had t'le right 
Hs bloc-iailers to visit and board all ves- 
sel?, includins foreign warships entering 
the bay. The i^iorman admiral said that 
be would submit the point — all authori 
ties on intematidual law recognize that 
Admiral Dewey's position was sound- 
to a confsrenoe of the senior officers of 
all the men-of-war in the harbor. Only 
Captain Chichester, the British com 
mander. turned up. He suppioried Ad- 
miral Dewey and said that he had in- 
structions to comply with even stricter 
regulations than the Admiral had laid 
down. After the German cruiser Cor- 
moran had been sgain brought up by a 
'shot across her bow, Diederich capitu- 
lated, sent an apologetic emissary to hi 
American colleague, and behaved him- 
self for the rest of his slay.'" 

The incident. World's Work says, is 
fully described in Ailmiriii Dewey's 

autobiogr<ipl>y- It throws a somewhat 
interesting side light on the German 
official and military attitude toward the 
United States.

EUJab had bcsra ao aafeiy Hidden by 
the Lo|d dorliis tbe three yean that 
tUougb Ahab had searched for him ev- 
erywhere, In nil lands, he could not be 
found (verse 10). How safe are tbose 
whom the Lord hides, and all His re- 
deemed are hid with Christ in God 
(Col. lU, 3; Ex. ixxlU, 22; Isa. U, 10; 
Zeph. U. 3). Aa by the word of tbe 
Lord he was sent Into hkUng at Cher- 
itb and Sazepta, so by the same word 
be is now commanded to shew himself 
to Ahab (XTII. 2. 8; xvUl, 1). He waa 
indeed a man of God. God's reproeeat- 
atlve, acting only for God and In His 
name, and, aa In the resurrection of 
the widow's son he foreshadowed Him 
who Is the resurrection and the life, 
so the words *^hew tbyseir* remind 
us of Htm who -after His resurrection 
from tbe dead "shewed Himself alive" 
again and again during tbe forty days 
(John xxl, 1. 4; Acts i, 3). 

We are glad to meet Obadiah. whose 
name means "servant of .loliovah." 
and to see lilm saving the life of and 
caring for a liuiulre<l of the I^ord's 
prophets (xvlil, 4, 13i. As we see liim 
the governor of .Muilj's house we think 
of Joseph In Efjypt overseer of Totl- 
pbar's house xwix. I t!), (iixnl 

men are often in iliflinilt plates for the 
glory of God. .Vs Odadiali and .\hab 
went each his way to search for grass 
for the horses lOlijah met oluiiliah and 
told him to tell Ahab that he was on 
band (.wiii, 8, 11, 14i. Obadiah was 
at flrst afraid that Elijah might asain 
disappear, but on being assured tli.it 
he would surely shew himself to Ahab 
he went to meet Ahab aiul told him, 
and Ahab went to meet l-;iljjah (xvill, 
I 15, 16). Fearlessly lilijah annised Ahab 
of forsaking the Lord and serving llaal 
and ordere<l him to gather all Israel 
and the i)rophets of I5aal to Mount 
Carmel. ami this .Miab did. for the 
word of the Lord in the mouth of Eli- 
jah was with iKjwer (xviil, 17-20). 

Elijah boldly demanded of the people 
to decide whether they would follow 
Jehovah or Uual and not conlhuie halt- 
ing between two opinions. Hut tlie 
people were dumb. Then he said that, 
though he was but one against 4.">(), he 
would sut;;<'st a test and th.at they 
shouUl worship the fJod who answered 
by fire, and to this they agreed (21-24). 
He t;ave the prophets of Baal the tirst 
opportunit.v. and. following his Instruc- 
tions, tiiey prepared their sacrilke and 
crietl unto llieir god from morning un 
til noon, "f) I'-.-ial. hear usl" Rut there 
was no answer. Elijah mocked them 
and urj^ed tbem to cry louder, saying 
that he must be busy or on a journey 
or perhaps asleep. So the.v cried aloud, 
and le.iped ujion the altar, and cut 
themselves till the blood gushed oat, 
and kept it up till the time of tbe 
evening sncrifue. But it was all In 
vain, for there was no answer of any 
bind, and no unseen power regarded 
their cries (25-29). 

We may wonder why the devU miss- 
ed such an op[)ortimlty to honor his 
worshippers, for the time wili come 
when he wUI send fire from heaven 
(Rev. xiU, 13), but he can do nonghtwitb- 
out iiermission from God, and he was 
anrely restrained this time. Now con- 
sider Elijah as he called tbe people to 
him, repaired the altar of the Lord and, 
taking twelve' stones to represent tbe 
tv^elve tribes of Israel, built an altar In 
the name of the Liord, pat the wood In 
order, prepared the sacrifice and 
drenched tbe whole with twelve bar- 
rels of water until the water ran at)oat 
tbe altar and filled the trench (30-36). 
Listen now to Elijah talking to bis 
God, not crying alond nor with frenzy 
or demonstration of any kind, bat 
calmly, with quietnes^ and confidence. 
"Lord Cod of Abraham, of Isaac and 
of Israel, let it be known this day that 
thou art God in Israel, and that I am 
thy servant, and that I have done all 
these things at they word. Hear me, O 
Lord, hear me, that this people may 
know that Thou art the I>ord God and 
that Thou hast turned their heart back 
again." 

How the great multitude must have 
listened to this simple prayer and how 
intently they watched this lonely man 
of God! We, too, have been watching 
him and listening to him talking to bis 
God, tbe God of Israel, the on^ living 
and true God, and now behold the an- 
swer. "Then the fire of tlie Liord tell 
and consumed the burned saerlflce and 
the wood and the stones and tbe dost 
and licked np tbe water that , was In 
tbe trench." How can we refrain from 
shouting "JdioTah. He Is the God?" 
(Verses Sft^.) And we mVist add: 
"Who Is like onto Thee, O Loid. among 
the gods? Who Is like Thee, gloriona 
In holiness, (earfol In praises, doing 
wonders?" (Ex. xv. U.) Qalekty were 
the prophets of Baal slain, and EUJab 
said to Ahab, "There Is a sound of 
abundance of rain." Then EUUah went 
to the top of Carmel to pray, and It 
waa patient, eameat, persevering pray 
er, for the servant went seven times to 
look before be saw the Indication of 
the coming storm in the form of a 
ctotid like a poan's hand, soggestive of 
EUJah's (land taking hold of God 
(verses 40-46; Jas. v, 18). If onr aim is 
simply to glorify God we may safely 
act upon Jer. xxxUL S. Consider Da 
vid and Heaeklah In 1 Kiggs xvlL 4S- 
47; II Ktogs xlx. 10, and fear not to 
pray (Ps. dx. 21. 27).

On the Seamen's BUI 

Thie American plowmen are interested In sea , 

merce. It is expensive and likewise humiliating to have 
to salute a foreign flag every time a termer wants to ship 
a bushel of wheat, a bale of cotton or a pound of farm 
products across the ocean. The American farmer is en- 
titled to the protection of his flag in sendtng his prodaets 
across the sea. and Congress shoald give such encourage- 
ment to shipping interests as Is necessary to meet foreign 
competition in ocean commerce. A recent bill known as 
the Seaman'a Bill kecame a law under the President s 
signature and Mr. R. P. Schwerin. vice-president of tbe 
Padflc Hail Steamahip Company, when naked to deflne 
this law and outline ita effect ap<m American 
lines, said In part: 
"The bill i.rovides that no ship of any nationality 'Bhall be permitted to 
depart from any port of the United States unless she has on board a crew 
not less thaa seventy-five per centum of which, in each department thereof 
is* able to understand any order given by the officers of such vessel nor 
unleaa forty per oentoat In the first year, forty-live per centum in the se^nd 
year, fifty per centum in the third year, fifty-five per centum fn the fourth 
year after the passage of this Act. and. thereafter alxty-lhre per eenthm of her 
deck crew, exclusive of ueensed oiBcers and apprentlcea, are of a rating not 
less than able seamen.' • 

"Tbe oversea trade of the world is competitive, therefore tbe original 
cost of the ship and the operation of the ship have to be reckoned with in 
the keen conii>€tition of these rival nations with one another. The Oriental 
sailor is obedient and competent and Is the cheapest sailor in the world. 
It Is therefore manifestly clear that If this law applied to all nationalities 
in the transpacific traffic, all would tfe on the same economic basis, but it 
WOTka a alngle hardship to all the sblpa of the worid. except the Japanese 
and American ships, and with' the latter it worka two liardshlps. With the 
European, the cost of conatmctlng a ship la no higher than the coat of con- 
structing a Japanese ship, but if they had to provide European crews, while 
the Japanese operated with Japanese crews, the condition of competition 
would be such that they could not overcome the handicap and they would be 
driven off. But the American ship wruld have to contend not only with the 
tremendoua increase of cost of wage lu the aul^titution of the European crew 
for the. Chinese crew, but also the greater Initial cost of tbe ship. As the 
Japaneae have now done away with their Bnropean oBcera and Japaneae 
crews, all of whom apeak a common langnige. there la no dllllenlty for theln 
to comply with aU the eonditlona of tba blB and eontlnne their Japaneae 
crews, with- Oriental wasea. 

"The law, therefore, instead of aeslsting tbe American ship, adds another 
heavy burden, while it places none whatever upon the Japanese ship, but. on 
the contrary, torna over to the Japanese the traffic of the Padflc Ocean, 
which the American ahip is fonoed to forego by act of Coagrsia of the 

United States."

U, S. to Loan On Cotton. 

Washington, Aug. 24 — Treasury ofli 
cials Monday made public an announce 
ment bv sieoreiary McAdoo that in view 
of the action of the Allies in putting 
cotton on the contraband list, he would, 
if it became necessary, deposit 930,000,- 
UOO or more in gold in the Federal Re 
serve Bunks at Atlanta. Dallas and Rich 
mond for the purpose of onablinL' the 
reserve banks lo rediscount, loans on 
coilon secured by warehouse receipts 
made by national banks and State banks 
belonging to the Federal reserve system 
The gold would be deposited temfio 
rarily, at least, without interest charge. 
It was explained that if It appeared that 
the object could be accomplished with 
greater ertlciency thereby, the deposits 
would be made directly with national 
banks agreeing lo lend money on cotton 
at a rate not to exoee'l six per cent.

and also would operate as a settlement 
of lbs depositors claims. The deposi- 
tors, it' is • said, do not view the propo- 
sition very favorably, and some of them 
are said to have openly rejected the offer 
for compromise on the reported basis of 
an additional :{:! 1-3 'per cent. To the 
depositor who had but a small amount 
at stake, the offer would present some 
chance of acceptance, but to the one 
whose deposiu were up in sevaial Bgufes 
the prospect <^oes not seem so , alluring.

O the man 'who works for his living, falling sick with tuber- 
culosis means a very real danger not only to hia own life 
but to the lives of his wife and children as well. His weal- 
thier neighbor may lay aside his routine cares and ' ' take the 
core" for taberooulosis withqtktr mi^terjally affecting his family's 
health or meoq^e. eonsiini|itiTe worldngman, on the other hand, 
mnst gire np his job and with it his only income, and at the same 
time he im frequently compelled to remain at home, a constant 
source of danger to his family, tmless he is properly instructed. It 
may save yon who read this article con.siderable money and suffering 
if you learn ftom ik how to ftTirid fhe entrance of tidMraaloiis into 
your body. 

Tuberculosis is iafeetioas and communicable from one i}erson 
to anQther. It differs in some respects from -scarlet fever, measles, 
or smallpox, ap-oalled "contagions" diseases, in that tuberculosis re- 
duires repeated ezposorea and certain special conditions ttf pass the 
gferms from the aide to the well. It ii not iaheritod, bat anut 
be communicated tibrongfa one of Hba ftdlowing ■ogroe a from one per- 
son to another: 

(1) The infection is derived in the very large majority of cases 
from the spntum dis.charged from "open" or ulcerating tubercles 
in the lungs. 

(2) A certain number of persons, chiefly infants, estimated vari- 
ously from one to ten per cent, of all cases, reoelve fhe infeolion 
from fhe ndlk of taberonlons oowi. 

(3) A varj few ofhen may possibly obtain fhe infeetionr from 

the urine and fecal discharges of consumptives or from the pns 
joints or other parts of the body which are the seat of ulcerating 
tuberculosis. 

(4) In a few extremely rare instances the infection is conveyed, 
through the blood of the mofher to an nnbom tUU, but the off- 
spring seldom survive long. 

(5) No infection can be convqred from tuberculosii of the 
closed" or aoopoloerated •waxUltj, or after ulcerations are com- 

pletedly healed. 

"With regard to the manner of infection, still bearing in mind 
that tuberculosis nmst be communicated from one person to another, 
we find that by far the most frequent mode of infection is by inhala- 
tion; the 8econd.is by swallowing, and the least common, by inocu- 
lation of a wound or abrasion. Considering each of these modes of 
infection a little more carefully, we leam tb.it : 

(1) The baooilli are inhaled most often in dust. The dust 
is most often contaminated by careless spitting ; but the germs may 
also be given out in the act of coughing (with the month unpro- 
tected) or hawking, aneesing, loud talking, onging or laughing. 
Qtdet breatfajng^ eazriM no infection. 

(.2) The bacdlH may be swallowed with food which haa been 
contaminated with infected bands or otherwise, and also with the 
milk, butter and other dairy prodncta donved from eowB suffering 
from ftovine tuberculosis. 

(3) Inoculation by the infeotkni of enti^ amtdies, or abradons 
is not frequently observed. ... 

While no age, race, or class is immune against infeetiim from 
tuberculosis. ehUcbren are mace losoeptible than anyone else. At 
the age of 15, frequently as Ufl^ as 75 per cent, of the population 
may show the presence of fhe giimf, though not that mai»^ may b^ 
Mck with tuberculosis. In visw, however, of the fact that these 
perms may lay quiet in the body of tlie child for years, until with 
unfavorable surroundings his resistance is lowered, causing the di- 
sease to develop, it is extremely important that fathers and mothers 
dq everything pos.sihle to keep tlit-ir children away from danger of 
infection in their earlier years. 

](Verything should be done at home to keep the child rugged 
and healll^. The father and mother, whether they have tubercu- 
Iqsis or not, should be eempulosly careful in their habits of spitting 
Md person hygiene. The workk|&^ father owes it not only to his 
^-n health, but to that of his duHMi to avoid tabereolona m every 
possible way. '
